Press Expresses a, 
That Action Makes

LONDON, Aug. 14 (AP)—An- 
per, resentment and foreboding 
were expressed in western Eu- 
rope today at the closing of the 
Berlin border to stop the flow of 
westward-bound East Germans. 

The sealing of the frontier in 


Berlin was widely interpreted in| 


western Europe as a confession 
of failure of the East German 
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regime to hold the loyalty of its: 


people, who have been fleeing by 
thousands. But the view also was 
widespread that the move made 
the need for East-West negotia- 
tions on the future of Germany 
ail the more urgent. 

Said the London Daiiy Mirror: 

“This new German crisis can 
still follow the same terrible road 
asin 1914 and 1939. 

“There is now only one safe 
alternative to a desperate slide 
ffom cold war toward hot war— 
the big powers must start East- 
West talks for an acceptable set- 
tlement about Berlin, about East 
Geérmany, and perhaps about the 
whole of central Europe as 
weil.” 


A Dictatorship. 


London's Daily Herald (Labor) 
said the East German regime of 
Walter Ulbricht “is exhibited to 
the world as a dictatorship over 
a discontented people. Another 
East German rising cannot now 
be ruled out.” It also said the 
need for talks with the Commun- 
ists was now doubly vital. 

The Daily Mail (Conservative) 
called the East German action 
“a forcible and savage repudia- 
tion of the four-power agree- 
ment of 1949 which guaranteed

“If the Communists are now 
compelled to such drastic repres- 
sion in the part of Berlin under 
their control, how may they be 
nected to behave toward the 
‘demilitarized free city’ which 
they are demanding?”

These measures were imposed 
early Sunday, Berlin time, and 
were not unexpected in Wash- 
ington. Officials here said East 
Germany has been losing thou- 
sands of skilled and potentially 
skilled workmen and that the 
whole Communist bloc, includ- 
ing the Soviet Union, has suf- 
fered great embarrassment be- 
cause of the flood of refugees. 
Rusk touched on this point in 
his statement. 

“The pretense that commun- 
ism desires only peaceful com- 
petition is exposed,” he said. 
“The refugees, more than half 
of whom are less than 25 years 
of age, have ‘voted with their 
feet’ on whether communism is 
the wave of the future.” 

Denying Rights. 

Rusk declared that Commun- 
ist authorities have denied the 
right of self-determination to the 
people of East Germany and 
“are now denying the right of 
individuals to elect a world of 
free choice rather than a world 
of coércion.”’ 

He said the Communists them- 
selves are to blame for the 
dangerous situation which has 
suddenly built up over Berlin— 
months in advance of Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev’s _ threat- 
ened signing of a separate peace 
treaty with East Germany. 

The fact is, Rusk said, Khrush- 
chev’s threats against ‘‘the free- 
dom and safety of West Berlin,” 
which is the main escape route 
from East Germany, have cre- 
ated a state of tension that 
stimulated the flight of refugees 
far above the normal level of 
recent years. 


Rusk denied that the Western 
powers are in any way respon- | 


sible for the massive exodus. 


He said the refugees have not | 


responded “to persuasion or 
propaganda from the West but 
to the failures of Communism | 


|in East Germany.” 


Aimed at East Berlin. 
‘“‘Available information indi- | 


cates that measures taken thus |

East Berlin and East Germany | 
and not at the Allied position in | 
West Berlin or access thereto,’’ 

*‘However, limita- |

Kennedy, 18 years old, was 
arrested in Union, Mo., last 
month for stealing new tires 


He was sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary County 
police, acting on an informant’'s 
tip, questioned Kennedy. 

$3000 Estimated Value. 

The youth told police the four 
operated from mid-June of 1960 
until last month and stole parts 
“which would fill two railroad 
boxcars."’ Police estimate the 
total value at $3000 

Kennedy refused to name the 
man who bought the stolen parts 
or his three accomplices. He 
said he did not know the buyer 
by name, but believed him to be 
an automobile parts store owner! 
in the St. Louis area 

To divert suspicion, Kennedy 
said the four frequently wore 
mechanics attire. However, he 
said, they seldom were inter 
rupted while they stripped cars 
on parking lots and in driveways 
of private homes 

If questioned by onlookers, the 
four would say they had been 
called to service the car, Ken- 
nedy was quoted as saying 

Drove Around City. 

Members of the ring would 
drive around the city and county 
several nights a week, looking 


for expensive, late-mode] auto- 
mobiles, he said 

The four carried tools with 
them. and concentrated their 


thefts on hub caps, carburetors, 
steering wheels, tail lights and 
transmissions, he said. In ad- 
dition, the group would try to 
fill “orders” given the previous 
week by the buyer. 

Kennedy told police that the 
ring stole from 243 cars in the 
city and 99 in the county.

Melons, Delicate in Flavor and Aroma, 


A Delight on Warm August Days

MELONS MIGHT BE CALLED the diplomats of the food 


world, so gracefully do they fit into all occasions. 


Delicate in 


flavor and aroma, prettily pastel in color and with a happy 


faculty of feeling exceptionally 


cool on the tongue, they are 


truly a delight on a steaming August day, from breakfast table 


to midnight snack. 

Serve them by themselves; 
there is an elegance in their 
simplicity. Serve them with one 
another; there is no more en- 
chanting sight than a crystal 
dish filled with balls of canta- 
loupe, honeydew and watermel- 
on. Serve them with other 
fruits; there are endless com- 
binations to delight the eye and 
the palate. 


To be enjoyed to the utmost, 
a melon should be eaten at the 
peak of ripeness and should 
be chilled. The degree of chil- 
ling is a matter of personal 
preference, but many epicures 
feel that while a watermelon 
and honeydew are at their 
best after intense chilling, the 
bouquet of a cantaloupe is 
most delightful if the melon is 
chilled only until pleasantly 
cool—perhaps an hour in the 
refrigerator. This enhances 
the sweet musky flavor which 
would be diminished if thor- 
oughly chilled. 


Selection of a melon is not 
the problem it was before high- 
ly mechanized production, 
speedy packing, efficient icing 
and fast transportation made it 
easy to find excellent melons 
on produce counters. 

Cantaloupes almost always 
will be firm to very firm when 
purchased, even though they 
have been picked mature. They 
must be shipped firm to be in 
good condition at destination. So 
don’t be in a hurry to serve the 
cantaloupes you buy today. It’s 
better to keep a supply on hand 
@t room temperature and eat 
them as they ripen after two 
or three days, then you will 
have the delicious melons with 
the flesh soft and juicy, and 
with sweetness more apparent 
than when the flesh is firm. 

Not only is the cantaloupe re- 
freshing, packed with vitamins 


A and C, but it also is very 
low in calories. Half of a five- 
inch cantaloupe has about 37 
calories, good news indeed for 
weight watchers. 

For a breakfast treat on a 
sweltering morning, pour freshly 
squeezed orange juice over can- 
taloupe balls, and garnish with 
fresh mint leaves. Later in the 
day, melon balls may be served 
as an appetizer, chilled for sev- 
eral hours in port or sherry 
wine, 

From California, where canta- 
loupes are truly appreciated 
(about 75 per cent of the nation’s 
total supply during the midsum- 
mer season comes from the San 
Joaquin districts), comes this 
suggestion for a fruit soup to 
be served as the final, rather 
than the first, course of the 
meal. 

Cantaloupe halves form the 
soup ‘“‘bowls’’; cantaloupe balls 
and orange sections are mounded 
high and topped with tart-sweet 
raspberry sauce for a refresh- 
ing combination. As you cut 
balls for the soup, scallop inside 
edges of the melons for a pretty 
ruffled finish.

Hungry in Mexico 

The role of a well-intentioned but 
bumbling do-gooder is entirely new 
to me. My thanks to Robert I. Davis 
of Salem, Mo., for this new and in- 
teresting estate. 

Although my family and I have 
spent a great deal of time in Mexi- 
co (my father helped survey the 
first highway into Mexico from the 
Texas border) I would certainly 
mever claim to be an expert on 
Mexican politics or sociology. Nor 
have I ever tended to judge other 
peoples, on travels to anywhere, .by 
*‘shiny-plumbing” standards. 

In answer to his recent questions, 
the ‘‘l0-mile stretch’’ mentioned in 
my letter published July 23 about 
drought-stricken Mexican farmers’ 
begging wives and children was 
more correctly located between San 
Miguel Allende and Saltillo. In this 
we were admittedly in error, but 
otherwise our facts are accurate. 

It is true we did not count the 
exact number of people involved, 
although they were lining both sides 
of the road at intervals of not more 
than 15 feet. 

It is also true that we did not stop 
to weigh these people, measure the 
holes in their clothes, or examine 
the contents of their stomachs. 

But in years of traveling through 
Mexico, from Laredo to the Guate- 
malan border, I have never before 
seen hundreds of people begging at 
a great distance from any large 
town. 

On the contrary, the average rural 
Mexican is a proud, hard-working 
man. How many United States farm- 
ers would hang by ropes from 
mountain slopes to cultivate a patch 
of corn, patiently, year after year? 

I am happy to hear that such con- 
ditions would not be tolerated by 
the Mexican Government, that the 
politically-involved Mexicans, with 
some of whom we are personally ac- 
quainted, have developed a gnawing 
sense of social justice. 

I am delighted that the funds are 
readily available to handle all such 
problems in a country where, by 
Mr. Davis’ own admission, “there is 
poverty.”

Prospects on China 

As the American delegation prepares for its 
annual struggle to keep Red China out and 
Nationalist China in the United Nations, it is 
well aware that the task this year is harder 
than ever before. That there is little chance 
of preventing debate of the China question is 
widely agreed. But the situation may be even 
more difficult than that, and it is the part of 
prudence to recognize just how far American 
policy conflicts with majority sentiment in the 
General Assembly. ee 

As a part of a study of the way in which 
the convictions of small states may limit the 
behavior of large states in the Assembly, a 
Columbia University professor has spent most 
of this year sounding out sentiments on China 
among the permanent delegates to the U.N. 
Based on views expressed by 91 of the 99 
delegations, the results are “worse,” from the 
American point of view, than many observers 
would have expected. 

One conclusion is that, with a strong cam- 
paign, the Kennedy Administration could 
probably persuade the Assembly to adopt 
some form of a “two Chinas” solution, in 
which both Red China and Nationalist China 
(Formosa) would become U.N. members. Red 
China might reject this solution, but if it did, 
the onus for delaying a settlement would rest 
on Peiping, not Washington, for a change. 

However, the United States has no apparent 
intention of leading any such campaign, im- 
plying as it would sponsorship of recognition 
for Red China. Should the “two Chinas” plan 
fail of adoption, then, according to this sur- 
vey, U.N. opinion would swing strongly toward 
a more drastic solution, involving not only the 
seating of Peiping as legal representative of 
China, but denial of a seat to the Nationalists. 

Most delegates are said to believe that For- 
mosa, so long as it is backed by American 
military support, can claim ‘de facto” status 
as a nation independent of the mainland gov- 
ernment, but that Red China has the indispu- 
table right to represent China in the U.N. If 
the delegates could solve the problem with a 
seat for each, they would do so; but if they 
were driven to choose one China for one seat, 
they would eventually, if not this year, choose 
Peiping. 

The delegates, of course, carry out but do 
not make the policies of their governments. 
In the showdown the United States govern- 
ment’s facilities for twisting governmental 
arms may produce enough votes to continue 
the present stalemate for another session or 
two. But all the evidence suggests that though 
American opinion on the China question may 
be frozen, opinion everywhere else is moving 
steadily in favor of admitting Peiping. 

It would be a curious twist of history if the 
United States, by failing to press for “two 
Chinas” when such a solution was possible, 
should be ultimately confronted by one China, 
represented by the Communists. 


The Cape, Then the Ozarks 


President Kennedy last week signed the 
legislation under which the outer hook of 
Cape Cod, a splendid stretch of beach, dunes 
and ponds, will be preserved under the care 
of the National Park Service. Missourians 
hoped that this Congress also would give him 
the opportunity to sign a similar bill on behalf 
of the Current River country. 

That was unhappily delayed by the intro- 
duction of an ill-considered bill which would 
pit the Department of Agriculture’s Forest 
Service against the National Park Service in 
a pointless contest for control of the area. 
Yet since the Department of Agriculture has 
made it quite clear that it wants no part of 
such a trumped-up rivalry, the way should 
be clear in the next session to turn over the 
banks of the Current, Jacks Fork and Eleven 
Point to the National Park Service, -as re- 
quested by the Governor and Legislature of 
Missouri. 

Friends of the region hope that no more 
time will be lost in preserving this scenic 
treasure for the nation. 


Undisturbed by Revolt 


The brief and ineffective revolt of a few 
“ultra-nationalist” military men in Argentina 
was insufficient to disturb the inter-American 
economic conference in nearby Uruguay. In- 
deed, the revolt was no more than a reminder 
that Latin American republics face threats 
from the political right as well as the left, 
and that extremists parading under the ban- 
ner of anti-Communism are not peculiar to 
any one country. 

Meanwhile the Punta del Este conference 
was dealing with another kind of difficulty. 
Uruguay and the smaller republics were de- 
manding acceptance of a United States pro- 
posal for a seven-nation commission to over- 
see development projects under the Alliance 
for Progress program. Argentina and the 
larger nations opposed the idea as a threat 
to their sovereignty. The end result was a 
compromise providing for an advisory panel 
without supervisory control. 

The issue is signifieant for the light it 
throws upon the national sensitivities of major 
Latin states. The United States wanted some 
over-all supervision of its expensive new pro- 
gram and has a right to expect self-help from 
the recipients. At the same time, Washington 
did not want to press the issue for fear of 
lending credence to the charge of interven- 
tion. Wisely, the United States let the sister 
delegations work out the problem; fortunate- 
ly, they did so. 


The Struggle of New Statehood 


Alaska sometimes seems to be the object 
of less national concern as a state struggling 
to get on its sovereign feet than it was as a 
Territory struggling for admission into the 
Union. The heavy unemployment from which 
it is suffering—more than twice the percent- 
age of the United States as a whole—is one 
strong indication that the Forty-ninth State 
requires and deserves a special measure of 
attention from the central Government. Rich 
as it is in potentials for development, Alaska 
is laboring under extraordinary difficulties 
in getting started toward their fulfillment. 

The state needs greatly increased draughts 
of capital investment. It needs much more 
industry. To attract both it must bring down 
construction costs, which have been super- 
inflated by federal construction on the ex- 
pensive cost-plus basis. Alaska needs more 
transport, by highway, railway, sea and inland 
waters. To the square mile, it has only a 
hundredth the highways of the rest of the 
United States. It is spending almost half its 
budget on transportation. 

It would be a cruel mistake to take the 
Alaskan future for granted. Senators Bartlett 


and Gruening and Representative Rivers are 
doing what they can at Washington, but theirs 
is a small delegation to represent the interests 
of a state the size of an empire. It would 
not be amiss if a presidential commission 
were sent to study solutions for the prob- 
lems which Alaska, and Hawaii, are experienc- 
ing by virtue of their positions as the two 
newest states—or if Congress were to devote 
more than conventional attention to this par- 
ticular responsibility. Alaska promises a great 
future, but it will be at best hard-won. 


Speaking for the Accused 

Louis IX, this city’s patron, probably was 
not the first to observe that a man of means 
fares better before the law than one less privi- 
leged simply because he can afford its ex- 
penses. That is why he personally held court 
under the oak of Vincennes where no fees 
were charged and instituted the reforms which 
made famous the courts of Paris. But the 
problem of the needy defendant, especially, 
is still with us. This was again emphasized 
when Representative Celler of New York 
called the attention of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation to his bill for paid public defenders 
in the federal courts. 

In these courts a lawyer may be appointed 
without fee to defend an indigent. This is 
part of his duty as an “officer of the court,” 
sworn to see that justice is done. Some law- 
yers have performed brilliantly under these 
circumstances, even carrying cases to the Su- 
preme Court. On the whole, however, the 
method is far from ideal. Often appointed 
defenders do not have adequate trial experi- 
ence. (After all, it would be unfair to put 
the burden of unpaid work only on the out- 
standing trial lawyers.) Or pressure of other 
business may tempt the appointed attorney 
to be perfunctory. 

In the state courts, meanwhile, the paid 
public defender has become a widespread in- 
stitution. Celler would establish it in those 
federal courts which have a large volume of 
criminal cases, and he would have court-ap- 
pointed lawyers in other districts paid at pub- 
lic expense. In criminal trials, the defense 
is just as important to the public as the prose- 
cution. It is as important that the innocent 
should be cleared as that the guilty should 
be convicted. 


Yet all too often, the prosecutor commands 
a large staff, adequate funds, the co-operation 
of the police and other authorities, while even 
the public defender must make do with rela- 
tively inadequate support. 

So while the institution of public defender 
recommends itself as an innovation in the fed- 
eral courts, the status of the office should be 
raised in some of the state courts. 


Common Sense in the Senate 


President Kennedy won a victory when 46 
Democrats and 13 Republicans combined in 
the Senate to defeat the Byrd amendment to 
the foreign aid program supported by 23 Re- 
publicans and 16 Democrats. The nation also 
won a victory since the vote promises to make 
foreign aid more effective through long-term 
loans for well planned projects, instead of 
limiting it by the wasteful, year-by-year ap- 
proach of the past. 

Those obsessed by a false sense of economy 
and a desire for exaggerated congressional 
control were turned back. Even so, Senator 
Fulbright picked up five doubtful Republican 
votes only by promising that Senate commit- 
tees would be given information 30 days in 
advance on proposed loans of $10,000,000 or 
more. This would allow a month for protests 
against a loan not favored by Congress, and 
that could be effective enough. 


Other amendments remain to be voted on. 
The most important foreign aid innovation, 
however, has been saved in the Senate. Inci- 
dentally, both Missouri Senators helped to 
make practical, common sense prevail. 


Filibuster Storm Signal 


Ever conscious of the parliamentary devices 
by which a minority may block the majority, 
Southern Senators met recently at the call of 
Senator Russell of Georgia, reportedly to map 
their strategy for the coming fight to change 
the filibuster rule, a change which may be es- 
sential to the adoption of civil rights legisla- 
tion next year. 


Since the Senate’s sanction of “unlimited 
debate” is the Southerners’ ultimate defense, 
liberal members at the beginning of the ses- 
sion sought a change in the rules to provide a 
reasonable way of choking off filibusters. But 
this itself threatened a filibuster before the 
Senate could get to its business, so they final- 
ly were persuaded to desist with the promise 
by Senator Mansfield, the majority leader, 
that the matter would be considered before 
adjournment. However, the Senator now says 
he will not permit any lengthy filibuster to 
put off adjournment. “If we can’t get cloture,”’ 
he says, “we might as well go home.” 

The opponents obviously mean to be pre- 
pared. They will fight for the requirement 
of a two-thirds vote to end debate. Proponents 
want a simple majority to be decisive. Mans- 
field favors a compromise under which a 
measure could be brought to a vote by a three- 
fifths vote, or 60 members of the Senate, rath- 
er than 67. Already this is being deplored as 
“just a paper change.” 

Eventually the filibuster must be checked, 
but it remains to be seen whether this can be 
done by tired Senators at the end of a long 
session. Will enough members vote for the 
change so they can get home? Or will they 
lose heart for the fight by the threat of a fili- 
buster which would keep them in Washington 
indefinitely? There is no warrant for despair 
even before the start of the battle, but this is 
a time for resolving that it shall not be fought 
for a change which really is no change at all. 


The Bar’s New Leader 


The description of the Connally amend- 
ment as “useless and foolish” by the new 
president of the American Bar Association is 
competent and material. By the amendment 
the United States reserves the right to decide 
whether it will accept World Court jurisdic- 
tion. John C. Satterfield of Yazoo City, Miss., 
says the amendment is useless because the 
United States can veto in the U.N. any World 
Court decisions dangerous to American sov- 
ereignty. It is foolish because the amendment 
gives other nations, such as Cuba, an excuse 
to avoid cases which the United States itself 
might like to bring to the World Court. This 
country preaches adherence to international 
law, and ought to observe it. That is sound 
legal advice from the bar’s new leader. 
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Welfare Chiseling in Newburgh 


Statistical Picture Would Have Been Alarming if It Had Been Accurate

The statistical picture of his commu- 
nity’s welfare problem which brought 
City Manager Joseph M. Mitchell of 
Newburgh, N.Y., to national attention 
was alarming—or would have been had 
it been accurate. 


Mitchell claimed that to support 1400 
people, or 5 per cent of the popula- 
tion, Newburgh was spending $1,000,000 
annually; (According to state records, 
the average number of those on relief 
was only 900, or 2.9 per cent of the 

population. Federal 
and state reim- 


The Mirror bursement account- 
ed for all but $338,- 
of 000 of the total 


spent on welfare.) 

Sharply rising 
welfare costs indi- 
indicated a tax in- 
crease, Mitchell warned, and Newburgh 
was already spending one-third of its 
budget on welfare. (Welfare costs to 
Newburgh in 1960 rose by only $1000 
over 1959, and the state estimates that 
local expenditures for 1961 will be 
somewhat less because of more liberal 
state and federal aid. They will ac- 
count not for one-third of Newburgh’s 
budget but about 13 per cent.) 


What was worse, the very same peo- 
ple who were on relief had caused the 
loss of $1,000,000 to Newburgh in as- 
sessed valuations since 1958. (While 
the slum area has been in decline for 
many years, assessed valuations for 
the city as a whole have risen slightly 
since 1958.) 


As Mitchell saw it, it, all added up to 
this: ‘migrant types” from the South 
were placing an excessive burden on 
Newburgh, which primarily took the 
form of Aid to Dependent Children 
(A.D.C.)—a “mirror of the sordid part 
of society’’—and home relief. These

two programs, Mitchell claimed, were 
“our greatest and most pressing 
problem.” 

Once again the facts didn’t seem to 
bear him out. The A.D.C. and home- 
relief programs accounted for only 
about 18 per cent of Newburgh’s local 
welfare expenditures. 

If every man, woman and child in 
the two programs had been denied wel- 
fare in 1960, Newburgh would have 
saved $60,000. 

It was on the basis of this simulated 
crisis that Mitchell devised his well- 
known 13-point plan aimed directly at 
cutting down A.D.C. and home relief, 
although he promised to get around 
to the blind, the aged, and the disabled 
later on. ) 

Even those who did not sympathize 
with the rest of his program had to 
admit that the points dealing with put- 
ting able-bodied men to work seemed 
to make sense. Indeed, they made so 
much sense that similar statutes had 
long existed in both state and federal 


law. A section of the State of New 
York's Social Welfare Law, for example, 
reads: ‘‘No assistance or care shall be 
given to an employable person who has 
not registered with the nearest local 
employment agency of the department 
of labor or has refused to accept a 
position for which he is fitted and 
which he is able to accept.” 


Where Newburgh’s code differed was 
in requiring that any job be taken “‘re- 
gardiess of the type,”” thereby remov- 
ing safeguards against forcing a man 
to work for an unreasonable wage or 
in hazardous health or safety condi- 
tions. 

The idea that Mitchell had invented 
a way to get a large and lazy labor 
force back to work persisted even 
after he was able to find only one em- 
ployable man in July to put to work 
for the city. Although the official ex- 
planation was that a lot of loafers had 
been scared off relief by Mitchell’s 
13 points, state records show that 
at the beginning of July, 1960, there 
were none available, although late 
that June, it is true, one man had 
been employed for four days mowing 
the lawn at Newburgh’s Public Home, 


While Mitchell has been given credit 
for bringing an important problem to 
national attention, the fact is that in 
New York state and elsewhere a great 
deal of public attention has already 
been paid to the cost and efficiency of 
public-welfare programs. 

An investigation of the Aid to De- 
pendent Children case load in Cook 
County (Chicago), Illinois, indicated 
that pressure of the kind Mitchell has 
been advocating was making the admin- 
istration of welfare even less effective. 
“Contrary to public misconceptions,” 
the report stated, “practically no fraud 
and very little ineligibility were found 
in the A.D.C. caseload...” It 
added that “‘much of the criticism has 
grown out of racial tensions.” 


Between Book. Ends Communism’s ‘New Man’ 


COERCIVE PERSUASION, by Edgar 
H. Schein with “_ Schneier and 
once H. Barker. (Norton, 320 pgs., 
6.75.) 


The social sciéntists and psycholo- 
gists who, in the last 20 years, have 
been increasingly interested in mass 
behavior and group reactions, have 
busied themselves in recent years with 
such topics as thought reform and 
brainwashing which are one of the 
most terrifying aspects of totalitarian- 
ism. On the heels of Robert Jay Lif- 
ton’s revealing book, ‘‘Thought Reform 
and the Psychology of Totalism’’ (re- 
viewed in this space on April 29), now 
follows Prof. Schein’s incisive study of 
the brainwashing of American civilian 
prisoners by the Chinese Communists. 


Since both Lifton and Schein are of 
the same school of thought, there are 
no differences in their views on the 
subject. Whereas Liffon concentrates 
heavily on case histories, Schein’s book 
is more analytical, and an attempt to 
systematize the conditions which lead 
to, and prevail in, thought control. 
Schein prefers the term coercive per- 
suasion to brainwashing, because it is 
more descriptive of what happened to 
the prisoners. He emphasizes that 
there was not only coercion but also 
persuasion which led to a clash of be- 
liefs. The prisoners, he says, ‘“‘were 
coerced into allowing themselves to be 
persuaded.”’ 

It has often been noted that many of 
the prisoners, as soon as they had been 
set free, denounced their earlier con- 
fessions and asserted that they really 


had not undergone any change of mind, 
but simply yielded to pressure. Schein 
is not so sure that the return to free- 
dom brings back to life the old set of 
values. We cannot assume, he says, 
that ‘‘mere re-entry into our society 
will guarantee a discarding of anti- 
American and pro-Communist atti- 
tudes.”” In fact, he believes that the 
evidence ‘‘ppints clearly to a complex 
embedding of the new attitudes in the 
ongoing personality and social relation- 
ships of the person concerned.” 

Schein. also points out that coercive 
persuasion is not limited to totalitarian 
states, but is applicable ‘“‘to all in- 
stances of persuasion or influence in 
which the person is constrained by 
physical, social or psychological forces 
from leaving the influencing situation.” 
Such forces can be very useful as in 
the case of psychotherapy, reform in 
prison, rehabilitation in hospitals, edu- 
cational persuasion, or in religious or- 
ders. But while these forces are based 
on the idea of building character, the 
totalitarian method can be described 
as ‘“‘mortifications of the self.’’ 

After degrading and destroying the 
prisoner, a process which is called un- 
freezing, the Chinese start rebuilding 
him in their own image, that is, they 
try to change him into a convert to 
Communism. When they believe this 
process has been successfully com- 
pleted, they “‘refreeze’’ his personality 
by convincing him that his new aitti- 
tudes are rational and logical, and that 
his fellow prisoners consider his con- 
fession laudable and agree with the 
new attitudes. 


According to Schein, the success of 
coercive persuasion in those few cases 
where it ‘did produce lasting belief and 
attitude change can be attributed to the 
intensity of this unfreezing. 

What is the aim of thought reform? 
It is the “‘new man” who will be ideally 
fitted for the Communist society. A 
long Mst of the characteristics of this 
new man can be summarized in one 
word: he should be fully collectivized, 
Through the artificial creation of this 
image, the Communists are trying to 
produce obedient citizens who subordi- 
nate their personalities completely to 
the political system, and to develop an 
ideological unanimity which makes it 
easier to govern a people. 

The passion for unanimity, however, 
has its inherent dangers. Uniform be- 
havior ig convenient for the rulers, but, 
as Sehein remarks, the very mecha- 
nism initially designed to reassure the 
leadership actually leads to greater in- 
security, which in tutn leads to greater 
demands for reassurance and, there- 
fore, to more widespread coercion. The 
question of why free men submit to this 
sort of treatment voluntarily is as un- 
derstandable as it is futile. Dictator- 
ships are essentially built on hypno- . 
tized people who no longer have a free 
will. Schein does not go into this aspect 
of the problem, because he is mainly 
concerned with the reactions of pris- 
oners,

But Gen Eisenhower had 


drawn up a written arrangement 
with Vice President Nixon (as 
Kennedy has now done with 
Vice President Johnson) that 
disposed of several of the grave 
aspects of the problem for the 
duration of the term to which 
Eisenhower and Nixon were 
elected in 1956. And Congress 
once again decided to trust to 
luck that this substitute for its 
own unperformed high duty 
would be projected to future 
Administrations. 


The perils inherent in this 
careless attitude do not appear, 
however, to have been entirely 
safeguarded against by either 
the Ejisenhower-Nixon or the 
Kennedy-Johnson contract. What 
still is urgently .cquired is a 
constitutional amendment em- 
powering Congress to prescribe 
statutory procedures for the 
transfer of ‘‘powers and duties’’ 
from an incapacitated President 
who could but would not certify 
his incapacity, and for maintain- 
ing the interregnum in another 
highly conceivable situation. 


This would arise if and when 
an incapacitated President, who 
had duly certified his condition 
and whose power and duties the 
Vice President had taken over, 
sought to reassume them while 
still in a state of inability.

Both the Eisenhower-Nixon 
and the Kennedy-Johnson per- 
sonal contracts provide, as satis- 
factorily as such arrangements 
can, for the transfer of functions 
in the event the President is un- 
able, through capture, loss of 
physical faculties, etc. to com- 
municate to the Vice President 
his incapacity to administer the 
office 


Constitutional Amendment. 


But neither contract could, nor 
apparently did, put beyond con- 
stitutional question the refusal 
of a disabled President to con- 
cede his incapacity, or the re- 
fusal of an acting President to 
return the official functions to a 
disabled President who an- 
nounced his ability to resume 
these ‘“‘powers and duties’’—the 
procedure the Constitution pre- 
scribes. 

This is why Rogers proposed 
a Constitutional amendment, by 
authority of which Congress 
could provide by statite for 
these and other contingencies. 


When President Eisenhower's 
illness stirred discussion of the 
problem, several lawyers said 
that Congress already had the 
power to devise such a statute 
without an amendment, But Mr. 
Eisenhower's personal arrange- 
ment with Vice President Nixon 
allowed all the time required for 
the submission of an amendment 
—a convenience now restored by * 
President Kennedy's action. 


Time Is Available. 


The Kennedy-Johnson arrange- 
ment provides in more detail 
than the preceding one for the 
counsel which should be prior to 
an assumption by the Vice Presi- 
dent of the status of acting Presi- 
dent—as with a Cabinet majority 
and the Attorney General. This 
would amount to a sanction from 
his Administration. The view of 
the Attorney General would add 
an essential legal sanction. 


The need for congressional ac- 
tion is emphasized by the fact 
that’ a ‘future Attorney General 
from whom a future Vice Presi- 
dent would seek assurance that 
their Chief would want the trans- 
fer to be made if he knew the 
circumstances and could say so, 
will probably not be the brother 
and most intimate confidant of 
the incapacitated President. 


Though the Kennedy-Johnson 
agreement in some respects puts 
a tighter patch than before over | 
the constitutional loophole, there 
remain spaces real and conceiv- | 
able that such a document can- | 
not fill.

VATICAN CITY, April 14 — 
Bishop John P. Cody of the 
Kansas City-St. Joseph diocese, 
a former auxiliary bishop of the 
St. Louis, Mo., archdiocese, to- 
day was elevated by Pope John 
XXIII to titular Archbishop of 
Bostra and coadjutor archbishop 
of New Orleans with right of 
succession to the incumbent 
Archbishop Joseph F. Rummél 
of New Orleans 

(In Kansas City, Bishop Cody 
said the announcement ‘‘fills me 
with a sense of deep humility” 
and that he was “‘deeply grate- 
ful’’ to the Pope for his confi- 
dence in him. “It is with 
gret,”” he said, ‘‘that | must 
leave the diocese of Kansas City- 
St. Joseph, for I have truly en- 
joved these years.’’) 

Bishop Cody, 44 years old, was 
born in St. Louis and served in 
the archdiocese here in various 
capacities. He was ordained 
Dec. 8, 1931, at the North Ameri- 
can College in Rome where he 
studied.

Now Trifle Livelier 


Than One Ruth Hit 


NEW YORK, Aug. 


14 (AP)—The baseball that Mickey Mantle 


and Roger Maris are belting at a record home run pace is 


“slightly larger, 


slightly lighter and slightly livelier’’ 


than the 


ball with which Babe Ruth hit 60 home runs in 1927, scientific 
tests by the New York Times disclosed today. 


The same tests, however, 
failed to prove that the ball 
should make home runs any 


easier today than 34 years ago. 
“Interesting, but inconclusive,” 
was the scientists’ verdict. 

The Times, spurred by talk 
that Ruth’s great record was 
in jeopardy because of the “‘rab- 
bit’’ in the modern baseball, de- 
cided to subject some baseballs 
of different eras to analysis. 

The job was given to the firm 
of Foster D. Snell, Inc., consult- 
ing chemists and engineers, who 
spent a week putting the vari- 
ous baseballs through tests in 
laboratories and in New York’s 
Central park. 

According to Robert W. Batey, 
the company’s director of spe- 
cial evaluations, and Stephen FE. 
Taub, the firm’s acting director 
there were no 
concrete findings to show that 
the modern baseball differs ap- 
preciably from its predecessors 
of the last three decades. 


Not Exactly Alike. 


The construction of the base- 
ball has come in for renewed 
attention since Mantle and Mar- 
is, the 1-2 punch of the New 
York Yankees, began their con 
certed drive on Ruth's record 
of 60 home runs in a season 

The engineering firm tested 
seven balls — one of them a 
ball hit by Ruth in 1927, a 1936 
ball autographed by the 
New York Giants, a 1960 official 
American League ball, a 1961 
American League ball from the 
Yankees collection and three of- 
ficial American League balls 
bought in a local sporting goods 
store. 

All the balls are made—and 
have been for years—by A. G. 
Inc., whose 
Edwin L, Parker, 
says: ‘“Today’s ball and the one 
Ruth hit are identical.”’

In the weight computations, 
it was found that the 1961 Yankee 
ball weighed 5.16 ounces com- 
pared with 5.53 ounces for the

cumulated moisture). 
Still another test showed 


another of the 1961 balls weighed 
5.28 ounces while the 1936 ball 
weighed only 5.25. 
The Rebound Test. 

Dropped from a height of 8.6 
feet, the 1936 ball rebounded 33.2 
inches. The 1961 Yankee ball 
rebounded 32.8 inches while the 


Ruth ball bounced back 31.6 
inches. But two of the modern 
balls rebounded 31.4 and 312 
inches. 


Each ball was driven into the 
air ten times by a piston geared 
to strike both smooth-hide and 
seams. The 1961 Yankee ball 
recorded the longest flying time 
—5.2 seconds. But the old Ruth 
ball was clocked in 5.1 seconds, 
proving it still had a lot of life 
left.

SOUTH ORANGE, N.J., Aug. 
14 (AP) — Chuck McKinley, 
wearing his first major Ameri- 
can tennis crown, today aimed 
for the biggest title in United 
States tennis — the national 
championship in next month's 
tournament at Forest Hills. 

“I thought I played pretty 
well,” McKinley (of St. Louis) 
said modestly after winning the 
Eastern Grass Court champion- 
ships. “But I'll have to play 
better to win at Forest Hills.” 

In the nationals, McKinley 
figures to run into his conqueror 
in the Wimbledon final, Austra- 
lia’s Rod Laver. But this week, 
McKinley has another task— 
helping the United States Davis 
Cup team against Mexico in the 
American zone final. 

“It looks like McKinley and 
Tut Bartzen will play singles 
against the Mexicans,” said Da- 
vis Cup captain Dave Freed 
before assembling his team to 
go to Cleveland for the Aug. 
18-20 match at the Cleveland 
Skating Club. 

McKinley left here as one of 
the youngest players to win the 
Eastern. Only 20, he outplayed 
19-year-old Frank Froehling, his 
teammate at Trinity University, 
6-3, 64, 6-2, in a Mutt-and-Jeff 
match at the breeze-swept Or- 
ange Lawn Tennis Club. 

McKinley is 5feet-8. Froeh- 
ling, the unseeded stringbean 
from Coral Gables, Fla., is 6 
feet-4. 

In the women’s division, 
seeded Karen Hantze, Chula 
Vista, Calif., tuned up for the 
Aug. 19-20 Wightman Cup match 
against Great Britain by win- 
ning her second straight Eastern 
title, 6-2, 6-4, over fourth-seeded 
Edda Buding of Germany. 

Miss Hantze, 18, is the first 
women’s repeat champion since 
Doris Hart in 1952 and 1953. 

In women’s doubles, the vet- 
eran team of Margaret Osborne 
DuPont, the United States Wight- 
man Cup team captain, and 
Margaret Varner, both of Wil-

He’d Rather Practice Law Than Golf

FOR JOHN CREIGHTON SAT- 
TERFIELD of Yazoo City, 
Miss., the next 12 months will 
mean putting aside two of his 
favorite pastimes—reading treat- 
ises on international law and 
trying to grow good grass in 
the backyard of his home. 

Instead, the amiable 57-year- 
old attorney will devote most of 
his waking hours to the multi- 
tude of chores incumbent upon 
a president of the American Bar 
Association. 

Satterfield, first Mississippian 
ever elected to the office, as- 
sumed leadership of the 102,000- 
member organization following 
the close of its eighty-fourth an- 
nual convention here Friday. 
For an entire year, he will bid 
adieu to his practice and occupy 
himself with such A.B.A. pro- 
grams as achieving effective ju- 
dicial administration, world 
peace through law, international 
exchange of law students and 
the speeding up of justice in the 
nation’s courts. 

“I’m afraid all the necessary 
travel will leave me little time 
to tend to my St. Augustine 
grass,”’ he said. ‘In fact, I told 
Mrs. Satterfield to expect me 
home only about 10 per cent of 
the time.” 

Satterfield’s earnest respect 
for the law has left him little 
spare time to indulge in recrea- 
tional activities usually associ- 
ated with the successful lawyer. 


“I don’t understand why any- 
one would spend time chasing 
behind a golf ball or hanging on 
the end of a fishing pole when 
practicing law is so much more 
enjoyable,” he said. “And as 
far as competition, there is noth- 
ing as exciting as trying to con- 
vince 12 jurors that you have a 
better case than the other fel- 
low.” 

This love for law is the salient 
characteristic that marks his 
rise from $85-a-month law clerk 
to senior partner in a nine- 
member law firm and to the 
forefront of the national pro- 
fessional organization. 


Born in Port Gibson, Miss., 
Satterfield is the son of a law-

yer. His father was city at- 
torney there for 50 years. To 
finance his education at Millsap 
College, Jackson, Miss., and the 
University of Mississippi. Law 
School, Satterfield worked as a 
part-time correspondent for the 
Associated Press and various 
newspapers. 

“My average income was 
about $60 a month, but I some- 
how managed to pay all my own 
expenses,”’ he said. In 1929, he 
joined a law firm in Jackson and 
14 years later was named senior 
partner of the firm. The main 
office of the law firm is in 
Jackson with a branch in Yazoo 
City (pop. 12,500) 

While still in his early twen- 
ties, Satterfield served a four- 
year term in the Mississippi 
House of Representatives. There 
he helped draft a modern high- 
way program and bills for work- 
men’s compensation and compul- 
sory automobile insurance which 
were later adopted. 

He was elected president of

the Mississippi Bar Association | 


in 1955 and for the past 12 years 
has served in the A.B.A.’s gov- 
erning body, the House of Dele- 
gates. 

Satterfield and his wife, the 
former Mary Virginia Fly, have 
three children, John Jr., a certi- 
fied public accountant in New 
Orleans; Ellen, a junior at the 
University of Hartford (Conn.), 
and Mary Laura, a high school 
sophomore. 

Slightly-built and of average 
height, the unassuming Satter- 
field has no difficulty making 
himself heard when debate in 


the usually august House of 
Delegates approaches pande- 
monium. 


“I’ve always made it a prac- 
tice to neglect my muscles and 
exercise my mouth,”’ he said.

Fighting the Machine in Independence 


How Jack Terry and Fellow Amateurs Challenged wo ba Sermon’s Rule, Elected S

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Aug. 14. 
AT CASUAL GLANCE, Jack 
Terry would be hard to visual- 
ize in the role of political giant- 
killer. The 4l-year-old lawyer is 
a quiet master of the art of lis- 
tening, speaks softly and leads 
without seeming to lead. 

He denies that he is or ever 
will be a politician, and perhaps 
that is so, in the ordinary sense 
of the word. Nevertheless, he is 
a man with a natural instinct 
for politics, as he demonstrated 
when he and his associates in 
the Independence Good Govern- 
ment League challenged the 
authority of Mayor William 
Sermon. 

For many years Sermon has 
been a power to reckon with in 
Independence. This is true not 
only at the local level, but also 
the state level. In fact, if neces- 
sary, Sermon could rap and get 
attention in Washington. Candi- 
dates for governor and senator 
have come, hat in hand, to his 
door. His Eastern Jackson Coun- 
ty machine has been considered 
something of a model of how a 
smooth, tight organization should 
be run. 

But the machine has been 
sputtering lately, and some po- 
litical observers think it only a 
matter of time until it stalls, 
never to run again. The gears 
have been sanded by Terry and 
his determined band. 

Taking on Sermon was a pros- 
pect not to be regarded lightly 
when Terry and his associates 
began discussing it some three 
years ago, over coffee, in Kel- 
sey’s restaurant on Truman 
road. 

At first it was only Terry and 
two others whose heads were 
bent in discussion. Then two 
more heads were counted in the 
group, and then two more. 

They were men from all sec- 
tions of Independence, now Mis- 
souri’s fourth largest city with 
a population of 80,000, and they 
represented a wide range of in- 
terests. There were a lawyer, a 
carpenter foreman, a representa- 
tive of a steel company, real es- 
tate and insurance men, an engi- 
neer and a public relations man. 

But they had one thing in 
common. All were concerned 
about the future of Independ- 
ence, and al] blamed the Sermon 
machine for conditions they felt 
were blackening the town’s 
reputation. 

Things began to come to a 
head when one night a group 
of citizens appeared before the 
city council to complain about 
defective work on sewers. 

“As soon as a member of the 
group got up to speak,” Terry 
related, ‘“‘the council promptly 
adjourned, A fight broke out. It 
developed there were about 15 
policemen there, out of uniform, 
and they roughed up some of 
the people. It appeared that the 
people of Independence were not 
free to express their views or 
defend their rights. 

“It was a known fact that city 
auto licenses were being passed 
out free for political purposes. 
It was also well known that if 
you had the right connections 
in city hall you could get 
charges of speeding, drunken 
driving and other offenses dis- 
missed.”’ 


Terry said that burglaries 
and robberies were increasing 
at an alarming rate and most 
of them were not being solved. 
Several hoodlums were seen 
frequently in the company of 
police officers and even were 
riding around in police cars, 
he said, adding that a house of 
prostitution was operating 
openly. 


“City employes,” Terry 
charged, ‘‘were being used to 
repair private homes with city 
materials. You could get the 
type of zoning you wanted any- 
where in the city, if you hed 


the proper connections. 

“Mayor Sermon was an em- 
ploye and stockholder in the D-X 
Sunray Oil Co., and got half a 
cent a gallon on gasoline the 
company sold to the city.” 

The Good Government League 
came into formal being one 
night in July 1960 when 25 per- 
sons met to discuss these things 
at the home of one of the mem- 
bers. Word spread, and a sec- 
ond meeting attracted 75 citi- 
zens. A hall had to be reserved 
for the third meeting, and the 
League has now grown to a 
membership of 1800. 

Terry was unanimously elected 
president of the organization. A 
veteran of World War II with 
an excellent war record, he is 
a popular figure in Independ- 
ence. Serving as a bombardier, 
he was shot down over Berlin, 
wounded and taken prisoner. He 
is a graduate of the University 
of Kansas City, where he earned 
degrees of bachelor of arts and 
bachelor of law. He is married, 
has a l4-year-old daughter and 
a 3-year-old son. 

“At these early meetings,’’ 
Terry said, “we decided the 
thing to do was work slowly and 
build a solid organization. If, by 
1962, we could elect two coun- 
cilmen to the 12-member city 
council, we would achieve quite 
a victory, in view of Sermon’s 
ironclad control of Independ- 
ence politics.” 


The organization then hired 
an auditing firm to study city 
records. A certified public ac- 
countant produced records 
showing that six councilmen 
had received pay from the city 
for various services and ma- 
terials, 

When the audit was made 
public, one councilman 
promptly resigned. The audit 
showed he had done $30,000 
worth of business with the city 
in one year while serving as 
councilman. 


**‘Two of Sermon’s top men 
came to us,” Terry related, 
“and wanted to make a deal. 
They said the councilman would 
resign if the league would not 
publicize what the audit revealed 
about his affairs. We refused 
and made the facts public. He 
resigned anyway.” 

Then Mayor Sermon ordered 
the city records closed to the 
league and the auditing firm. 
The league went to court, even-

tually succeeded in having the 
order set aside, but not until 
after the municipal elections this 
year 

Encouraged by the growing 
membership and general support 
of the people, the league decided 
to enter six candidates to op- 
pose the six Sermon incumbents 
in the April election. Public 
meetings were held. Ward chair- 
men were recruited for each 
ward, and they in turm enlisted 
precinct workers and block cap- 
tains. The league by this time 
included among its members 
Democrats, Republicans, Inde- 
pendents and representatives of 
every religious, civic and racial 
group in town, 

By mid-January they felt they 
had a modest hope of electing 
at least one member to the 
council. “‘As we had it figured, 
we couldn’t hope to do much 
better,”” Terry said. “‘But then, 
as more and more people began 
to get behind us, things began 
to look much better.”’ 

To get the candidates on the 
ballot, the league had to circu- 
late nominating petitions. About 
200 signatures were needed in 
each of the six wards. In almost 
every ward they got eight to 
nine times aS Many names as 
they needed, 

“We were astounded to find 
that about 90 per cent of the 
people of Independence were be- 
hind us,”’ Terry said. Contribu- 
tions began to flow in and when 
the campaign ended the league 
had paid all its bills and had 
a surplus of $200. 


A speakers’ bureau was set 
up and neighborhood coffee par- 
ties organized. By February the 
amateurs of the Good Govern- 
ment League had perfected a 
smoothly operating group.

Effect of Vitamins 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Would too much Vitamin A and D 
cause a muscular condition, nervousness or high blood pres- 
sure? E.L.M. 


DEAR DOCTOR: Doesn’t Vitamin D have a tendency to 
harden bones, teeth or arteries? H.B.W. 


There is a human tendency to try to blame a 
problem on one thing only. It’s probably the result of 
a combination of things, perhaps not even including the 
one we've singled out as ‘“‘the cause.” 

So let’s examine vitamins, They act as catalysts. 
That is, they assist certain chemical processes without 
actually being a chemical part of what is happening. 
This is a common chemical situation. 


Severe shortages (although only very tiny amounts are 
needed) can, of course, lead to serious consequences. Lack of 
Vitamin C leads to scurvy and its bleeding tendencies; lack of 
B causes beri-beri and attendant skin changes; lack of D 
eauses rickets. 

On the other hand, some of us expect vitamins to cure 


everything, such as colds, preventing fatigue, etc. They can’t | 
do this. 


Too much of certain vitamins can cause some harm. | 


Excessive Vitamin A can cause a yellowing of the skin, espe- 
cially the palms and soles. Too much Vitamin B or C simply 


is a waste, as the excess is thrown off by the body. Too much | 


D can cause excessive loss of calcium from the system. 


But neither tgo much nor too little will cause any 
of the things mentioned in today’s letters—high blood 
pressure, muscular disturbance, nervousness, and hard- 
ening of the arteries. 

True, Vitamin D is necessary for the proper 
utilization of calcium, which is in turn necessary for 
strong, hard bones. But it does NOT deposit calcium 
where calcium isn’t supposed to be. Hence it has 
nothing to do with hardening of the arteries because, 
while old arteries lose some of their flexibility, they 
do not become “hard” in the sense that bone is hard. 


Vitamins are wonderful little chemical molecules. They 
are essential. But we do not help ourselves by believing 
exaggerated ballyhoo about “vitamins and minerals’ doing 
more than they can or are supposed to do. 


With a well-balanced diet, we get perfectly adequate | 
supplies of all the useful vitamins. Extra dosing of vitamins is | 


mainly needed by very young children (Vitamin D to guard 
against rickets) and by elderly people who often lapse into 
eating habits which omit some of the necessary foods. And, 
at times, vitamins are good for some of us in middle years 
who get careless about properly balanced meals—too much 
meat and potatoes and starch, and not enough vegetables and 
fruit. 


“Vitamin starvation” is possible even if you 
eat a lot. In order to check your diet to make 
sure you are getting necessary nourishment, write 
to Dr. Molner in care of the Post-Dispatch for a 
copy of his pamphlet, “Vitamins—The Alphabet 
of Health.”
